"We're desperate"

when Kronborg began to com- 
plain about the commotion the 
babies caused. 

A month later he formally 
notified them they would have 
to leave their rental home by 
August 

Now homeless Christina and 
ber husband Ritt are staying 
with relatives in Aarhus. where 
Ritt works as an economist. 


But the couple say their giant 
brood is putting a strain on 
family relations and they arc 
frantic for a home of their own. 

"We've been overloaded 
with work since the babies 
came and now things arc much 
more difficult,* says brave 
Christina, an American raised 
in Lexington, Ky. 

"Without a place of our own. 


plan. There's no room for us all 
here. Our babies have to sleep 
In shifts, my in-laws arc going 
crazy. We Just don't know what 
we're going to do. 

"The landlord kicked us out 
because of the noise our chil- 
dren made. He said the babies 
were driving him crazy, crying 
all the time. 

"But we couldn't help It that 
our babies cried — all infants 


do. There should be a law 
against depriving us of our 
borne at a lime like this " 

Following tbe babies' arrival 
home from the hospital the 
Norborg* had put their seven 
girls and five boys on a rigid 
schedule and organized neigh- 
bors and relatives lo help Uiom 
feed the bouncing brood. 

But their careful planning 
fell apart with their eviction.

Kindbearted Catherine Mortensen could 
be left dead broke — because she won't stop 
feeding the ducks in her backyard! 

In Pompano Beach, Fia.. where the 79-year-old wid- 
ow lives, it's against the law to feed ducks. But Catherine 
says she can't stand to 



watch them go hungry. 

"How can you resist thej 
poor ducks when they COOM 
up to the door," she said. "Ks-I 
pccially the little ones. 1 can't: 
turn my back on them like my; 
nasty neighbors. 

"These people arc heart- 
less. This law Is ridiculous: 
and it should be abolished." 

The devoted duck lady has 
already forked over 8170 In 
fines. Now she faces a 1500 
penalty and a lien on her 
property if she continues to 
supply the ducks with food 

"They'll have to throw me 
in jail before 1 pay another 
fine,'" she said "Why should I 
pay for doing something 
good." 

City animal control officer 
David Aycoek soyo Catherine 
in breaking the law. 

"I've seen her go out and 
feed the ducks after she had 
been fined and told not to do 
it anymore," Ay cock said. 

The law is there to pro 
tect the birds. They'd survive 
even if she didnt feed them. 

"But because she feeds 
them, they all come to the 
door and make a mess and a 
lot of noise.

don't do anything about it." 

The management of the 
Cypress Bends condominium. 
Is threatening to take the 
widow to court. But Cathe- 
rine says she couldn't care 
less. She is still going to feed 
the ducks.

"I jumped out and ripped 
my shirt for a tourniquet lo 
ftlop the Weeding," the trucker 
said. "I called the police and 
emergency rescue. She passed 
out from the pain before they 
arrived-* 

Cops are searching for the 
motorist who drove away with 
the woman's severed finger. 
The Injured toll collector de- 
scribed him as tall and stocky 
"It happened so fast she 
didn't get a good look at him, 
other than lo say he was a big 
man with big hands and fore 
arms," said an investigating of- 
ficer.

Thousands of sleazy, disease-riddled drug addicts 
dump their unwanted newborn babies In public hospi- 
tals throughout the U.S. every year — and hardworking 
taxpayers get stuck wilhr 



millions of dollars In medi- 
cal bills. 

What's even more horrify 
inn, W percent of the nban 
dotted infanta were prena tally 
exposed to alcohol, cocaine or 
other dangerous drugs and 
AIDS, says a shocking new 
study. 

"We're talking about the 
scum of Uie earth here," said 
one researcher. "They get 
drugged up, then get pregnant, 
unload the baby and sneak out 
of the hospital as fast as possi- 
ble. They don't give a damn 
about the baby. All they care 
about is themselves. ' 

A survey of 72 hospitals in 
12 urban areas last spring re- 
vealed 600 babies are left In 
there every month even tltough 
they don't need the constant 
medical attention of a hospital. 

-Based on this data, we esli 



mate these 72 hospitals will 
board 6,500 to 7,000 babies this 
year at a total reimbursement 
coat of nearly 130 lo JOS mil 
lion," said Larry Gage, presi- 
dent of the National Associa- 
tion of Public Hospitals. 

Only 21 percent of the ba 
btes loft behind will be reunit 
ed with their birth parents 
The others will be adopted 
placed in foster care or raised 
by other relatives. 

The unwanted babies' prob 
lem stems from too many un 
employed parents turning to 
drugs and booze, according lo 
David Uederman of the Child 
Welfare League. 

Each baby abandoned in a 
hospital costs $600 to SHOO a 
day, and is nol covered by Med- 
icaid or any other insurer. 

The survey was conducted 
by the League and the hospi- 
tal* ' mtocialion
